The present Account of the Cork Coal Yards, contains only the transactions which have taken 
place during the year, in the sale of coals, out of the quantity remaining in store, at the time of the 
expiration of the late Acts, for the regulation of the prices of coal in the cities of Dublin and Cork ; 
these Acta have been repealed by the Act of 1st and 2d Geo. IV. c. G8, which passed on the 2d of 
July 1821. 

In the 3d sec. of the Act above mentioned, there are three provisions : 1st, that the Director should 
not make any purchases of Coals, at any time after the expiration of ten days next after the passing 
of the Act ; it next provides, that the coals then in store should be sold before the 5th of January 
1822; and lastly enjoins, that all monies arising from the sale of such coals should be paid into the 
receipt of His Majesty’s Exchequer in Dublin. 

In the Account ending 5th January 1822, it appears that no coals had been purchased subsequently 
to 7th May 1821, a period even within the time prescribed by the act; the first provision of the 
clause alluded to was therefore carried into operation : we observed, however, that the whole stock on 
hand had not been disposed of before 5th January 1822, and in reply to our letter requiring explana- 
tion, why this direction of the act had not been enforced, we were informed that the Director had no 
authority to proceed to the sale, without the orders of the Lord Lieutenant; and these orders had not 
been signified to him within the period of that Account. 

A copy of a letter of the Chief Secretary to the Director of the Coal Yards, dated 8th Januaty 
1822, has been forwarded to us, with the Account now under consideration; which letter authorizes 
the Director to dispose of the stock in hand in the accustomed manner, and under this authority he 
proceeded to the sale. J 

'I here is a balance at the foot of this Account, of one thousand five hundred and seventy pounds six- 
teen shillings aud seven pence, which is stated to be in the hands of the Director, but which we con- 
ceive ought to have been paid into the Exchequer, as directed by 1 & 2 Geo. IV. c. 68, s. 3 ; under 
this impression, we desired a letter to be written to the Director, to ascertain whether, since the send- 
ing in of the Account, this balance had or had not been paid into the Treasury ; we beg leave to 
annex a copy of the Director’s reply to this communication ; 



.. ‘‘Sir, “ Cork, 8th April 1823. 

I have had the honour of your letter of the 4th instant, referring me to the 3d sect, of the 
l &: 2 Geo. IV. c. 68, and requiring me to state how far I have complied with the provisions of that 
Act, which directs that all money arising from the sale of coals sold out of the public coal yards shall 
be paid into the receipt of His Majesty’s Exchequer. 

Having referred to the 3d sect, of the 1 & 2 Geo. IV. c. 68, (which I presume to be the Act you 
refer me to,) I beg leave m reply- to state, that I have not as yet paid any part of the money arising from 
the sale of coals, sold out of the Cork public yards, into His Majesty’s Exchequer, because as yc-t I have 
not received any order from the Lord Lieutenant to that effect, which as the Act states shall be signified 
to me in writing by the Chief or under Secretary. I have received several orders in communications 
Exchequer 16 paSS,ng of that Act; but n0 specific order for paying the money into the 

« Since those communications I have received others from Mr. Secretary Gregory one dated lAth 
February last, ‘ signifying the Lord Lieutenant’s approbation of the sum of three hundred and fourteen 
pounds seven shillings and seven pence, (rents and salaries to the 1st December last,) being paid out 
of the money u. my hands; and another dated 14th March last, desiring me to continue the sale 
°t coals in the present manner, taking care that the whole are disposed of previous to the 1st June 
next, when the yards will be given up and the establishments dissolved.

•Lieutenant I am ready to comply forthwith. J

We have disallowed the sum of £.45, a salary for six months, to nth December- 1822, paid to 
Nathaniel Gibson, pilot master; it not appearing to us that the payment of such a salary can be 
supported by any construction which can be given to 34 Geo. 3, c. 26, sec. 29, by which it is 
provided, that a sum not exceeding in the whole the sum of £. 40 shall be paid as Salaries to the 
haven master, ballast master, and pilot master. 

In the present Account, the Commissioners of the Harbour have taken credit for £. 10, as salary 
paid to the Pilot Master, that being the proportion of the £. 40, which they have thought right to 
assign to him, and to which credit there appears no possible ground of exception. 

The additional salary of £.45, which We disallow, has been granted by the Harbour Commis- 
sioners, in consequence of their contract with the Pilot Master having expired on the 11th July 
1822, in which contract the pilot rates were assigned to him, in consideration of his defraying the 
entire expenses of that establishment. 

The pilotage has now been taken under the immediate superintendence of the Commissioners 
themselves ; they have appointed pilots and assistants, the salaries paid to whom appear in the 
Discharge, and the Account is credited with the rates received. 

il'' s arran 8 eme nt appears to have afforded an advantageous result, in the present case, of 
£.68. gs. 10 ^d.; but as the Act above alluded to has in unqualified language limited the amount 
of the Pilot Masters salary to a proportion of the £.40, We do not apprehend We should be justified 
m the exercise of any discretion on this point, and feel Ourselves therefore compelled to make the 
additional salary a subject of disallowance.

We have disallowed the sum of £. 50, taken credit for as paid to Doctor Gibbings, the late 
Treasurer of this Infirmary, being the first instalment of £.150, stated to be due to him, in conse- 
quence of his having received a bill of Sir Thomas Fitzgerald, in part payment of the sum of £.250, 
granted by the Grand Jury as a presentment at summer assizes, 1815. It has been stated to us 
that this note had been taken by the Trustees from the Treasurer of the city; and on reference to 
the records in our office, we find that Doctor Gibbings, the Treasurer to the Trustees, had debited 
himself to that amount in the Account ended the 5th January 1817. It now appears that Sir 
.Thomas did not make good the payment on the maturity of the note ; the Governors therefore 
have taken this method of indemnifying Doctor Gibbings. 



A transaction so objectionable in all its bearings we feel bound to condemn ; nor can we ever 
recognize a principle, which in its operation would allow the trustees of any public establishment 
me power of compromising the interests of that establishment by receiving the note of any private 
individual however respectable Hot individual may be, as the.payment of monies which, being 
levied off the public, ought to be paid over to the Trustees by the Treasurer in cash.

Being still anxious for further explanation of so unusual an occurrence, wo wore induced to 
request the attendance of the Lord Bishop of Cloyne; the result of this examination his Lordship 
has embodied iiva letter sent to us, which, together with an additional explanation given by his 
Lordship at our Board, we beg leave to subjoin, as the best explanation of the subject we are able 
to afford. 

“ To the Commissioners of Public Accounts. 



“ Dublin, November 8th 1823. 

“ Gentlemen, 

“ Agreeably to your desire, I have the honour to state to you the nature and circumstances of 
“ the savings made in the diocese of Limerick, whilst I presided in that see. The savings were 
“ made in the building a number of churches, and the object was this : 

“ The ancient cathedral of the diocese was in a sad state of dilapidation, without any means of 
“ its own to put it into a decent state of repair : the Dean and Chapter memorialed the Board of 
“ First Fruits for aid, but the answer was, that however desirous to grant relief to so important 
an object, the act did not enable them to do it, their power being confined to parish churches. 

“ Thus circumstanced, the very excellent and reverend Sub-Dean at the time, (the late Dr. 
“ Hill) being extremely anxious to preserve the mother-church from falling into ruin, suggested 
“ the idea of creating a little fund for that desirable purpose, from savings that might possibly be 
“ made by economical management and attention to the numerous parish churches then ordered 
“ to be built. This suggestion was adopted, and from Dr. Hill’s knowledge and experience in 
“ buildings, and by personal care in the purchase of materials, &c. &c. instead of putting into the 
“ pockets of contractors and jobbers a very considerable part of all the grants, the present savings 
“ were made. 



“ This money was always lodged in the Limerick Bank, and just as the plan of repairing the 
“ cathedral was nearly begun, the bank failed, and finally only paid ten shillings in the pound. 

“ 1 felt myself of course responsible for the money lodged, and being at that moment translated 
“ to the see of Cloyne, I called upon the late Archbishop Broderick, Treasurer to the Board of 
“ First Fruits, with the whole amount of the savings, to have it applied, as intended, to the repair 
“ of the cathedral. The worthy Archbishop was delighted with the idea, but found the act was 
“ against such application. This being the case, I handed over to the present Treasurer of the 
“ Board of First Fruits, not only the whole savings, but also interest at six per cent upon them 
“ from the day they accrued, though not a shilling of advantage was reaped by me from the lodg- 
“ ment in the bank. 

“ I advanced five hundred pounds to put a roof on the cathedral, which I am almost certain of 
“ never being repaid ; independent of this, by the failure of the bank, and interest paid upon the 
“ amount of the savings, 1 am out of pocket more than twelve hundred pounds, which I should not 
“ lament, if the money could be applied in saving that venerable cathedral from falling into ruin.

In the grant to Kiliorglm, it appears that the sum reserved amounts to more than one fourth of 
the amount granted, the reservation being £.220, on the sum of £.800. The Lord Bishop of 
Cloyne, on this circumstance being brought to his attention, expressed his anxiety to give a full 
explanation of what was the cause of the possibility of making such a saving; it arose from this 
occurrence ; a vyreck of timber was made available in the building of this church, the materials were 
therefore obtained by this contingency at a comparatively small value, and thus the difference 
between die price at which timber would have been purchased in the usual market, and the cheap 
rate at which the wreck timber was procured, became a saving in the expenditure of this church 
and the same advantage arising from this accidental purchase of wreck timber, extended itself in 
some degree to the expenditure on several of the other churches; at the same time it must be 
mentioned, that there happened to be an opportunity of purchasing timber at a reduced price, owing 
tea bankrupts sale of timber: these two concurring favourable circumstances will sufficiently 
account for die apparent magnitude of the savings, as compared with the amount of the grant. V

IN our last Report on the Account of the Incorporated Society for the year ended the 5th of January 1822, we 
observed that their Secretary, with such persons as he thought proper to employ, had made up that Account and 
transmitted it to us -uudei- the Society’s office seal, without its having undergone any previous examination by any 
member of the Society, prior to affixiug the seal and the transmission of the Account to us ; and we expressed our 
opinion of the necessity of such examination to be evidenced in all future Accounts by the certificate and signature 
of some authorized members of the Society. This has been in a certain degree, but not sufficiently, complied 
■with in the present Account, as the certifying members only say, “ that they have examined the Account of tlie 
“ Bank with the Incorporated Society, and the Cash Account of their own Secretary, and find the stated balance 
“ of £ ' 8 ’ 3 ° 4 - ,lt t0 be Perfectly correct;” appearing by such limited certificate to disclaim all responsibility 
for the correctness of their sub-accounts, especially those of the masters of their several schools transmitted, . to us 
as vouchers for the expenditures in these schools : and a member of the Society, the Secretary, and the Register 
deposed to us, that the Society presumed the school accounts to be correct, if accompanied by an affidavit from 
the Master, and a certificate in a certain prescribed form from certain p^ons in the country, called a Local 
Committee. 

We 
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We are sorry to be obliged to observe, that little dependence can be placed on these affidavits and certificates. 
Had some of these Masters Accounts received even a cursory examination from the officer of the Society to whom 
they were sent up, he must have discovered the incorrectness of the document, and should, and we presume would 
have immediately reported it to the Society, for the purpose of its being returned to the Master, with such accom- 
panying censure as the case required ; nor would the Society, as they now do, receive the first intimation of many 
gross errors by our disallowances and Report, and subject themselves to the imputation, that, was it not for our Audit 
of their Accounts, the funds of their Society would be misapplied. 

We at one time thought it might be advisable to express all the reasons of the disallowances in our present 
Report ; but wishing to compress our observations in a moderate compass, we trust the object has been attained by 
detailing more specially than usual in the preceding Abstract our' several disallowances,' and bur reasons for making 
them. 

We reasonably expected that our remarks in our last Report, on the very reprehensible manner m which the 
Accounts of the Ross school were last year brought before us, would have prevented any similar Account being 
received in the same manner by the Society from any of their schoolmasters ; but two of the Accounts are so full 
•of imperfections, -that we have been compelled to make a disallowance of the -whole dietary of -each, amounting in 
the one case to £.702. 4s. 2J d. and in the other to £.482. 13 s. We trust, however, that in the next Account these 
errors will be rectified, as has been the case in the Ross school, above alluded to. 

The Incorporated Society hold several distinct trusts ; and notwithstanding our repeated requests that the 
Accounts of those trusts, not supported by public money, and not audited in our office, should not be blended with 
the Accounts of the Incorporated Society for their PrOtestafit Charter Schools, which annually are audited by us; 
yet some expenditures made for these distinct trusts are still blended and erroneously charged against the Public in 
their present Account, which with some trouble we have separated and disallowed as inapplicable. 

The debt from one of those separate 'trusts, theTococke Debt to the Charter School Trust, is not yet cancelled ; 
but soon will, as a sufficient portion of Government Stock belonging to the Pococke Trust has been ordered to be 
sold to pay this debt, and the debt from the Ranelagh Trust is in coarse -of payment by instalments. 

In the Accountants Statement of their Balance last year there appeared a deficiency of £. 4,524. 1 1 s. 7 fd. which 
Temains equally unaccounted for this year, as the cause assigned for the difference at present is merely conjectural, 
iand as little proved as the former different attempts to find materials for accounting for tlus deficiency.

. The annual audit of the accounts of the infirmaries of eounties and hospitals of public or royal 
foundation, provided for by the 46 Goo. 3, c. 95, being repealed by the 52 Geo. 3, c. 52, the Com- 
missioners of Public Accounts in the exercise of the discretion confided to them by the 15th section 
of the last recited Act, have confined their annual audit to the accounts of those hospitals and 
infirmaries, which are situated in cities and towns corporate, as the funds entrusted to their manage- 
ment are in most instances permanent and of considerable magnitude. But the funds of the in- 
firmaries of counties being in general limited to voluntary subscriptions from individuals, and sums 
presented by grand juries at assizes, before whom the respective treasurers are obliged to account ;
